Claims 1-10,33-37, 40, 42-50, and 97-107 are directed to non-statutory subject matter. For example, the independent claim 1 discloses 
the process, which is interpreted as software per se, abstract ideas or mental construct and not tangibly embodied on a computer 
readable medium or hardware, set forth descriptive material but fail to set forth physical structures or materials comprising of hardware or 
a combination of hardware and software. Thus, claim 1 is also non-statutory for this reason. Claims 2-10, 33-37, 40, 42-50 and 97-107 are 
non-statutory for the same reasons discussed above. 



Claims 20-25, 65-72 and 1 14 are directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 20 applies a computer program as part of a seemingly 
patentable apparatus, however, claim 20 in reality seeks patent protection for the computer program as evidenced by claim 31 in the 
abstract. Computer program per se is neither computer components nor statutory process. Thus, claim 20 is non-statutory. Claims 21-25, 
65-72 and 1 14 are non-statutory for the same reasons discussed above.
